BCEAO GOVERNOR DISCUSSES ECONOMIC PROSPECTS 
Lome LA NOUVELLE MARCHE in French 16 Sep 81 pp 1, 5 


[Text] Gen Gnassingbe Eyadema, president and founder of the RPT [Rally of the Togo- 
lese People] and president of the republic, met at the President's Palace yesterday 
morning with Abdoulaye Fadiga, governor of the Central Bank of the West African 
States (BCEAO). , 


Fadiga told the press that during his visit to the chief of state, he had reviewed 
the situation of the Union. He also said that he had gone to Lome for the official 
opening of the BIAO-Togo [International Bank for West Africa] and the meeting of 
the board of directors of the WADB [West African Development Bank. 


Fadiga explained that at the present time, he is visiting all chiefs of state in 
the Union in order to join with them in discussing the financial situation of the 
BCEAO. 


With President Eyadema, he said, he had discussed the Union's prospects: “The 
economic situation of our nations is so difficult that we must use great imagination 
every day, which is what we try to do, because when new problems arise, we must find 
solutions for them,for it is the life of our nations, the lives of individuals, 

that is at stake." 


Fadiga also said that with the rainfall all of our ations are having, it would 
appear that from the standpoint of food, at least, problems will practically be 
resolved. 


"At any rate, if our hopes materialize -—— I mean our harvests -- we could already 
have a little breathing room, insofar as grain imports, grain deficits, will no 
longer be so important as they were last year. There will be a grain surplus and 
therefore, a savings on foreign exchange and means of payment so that investments 
can be made." 


Fadiga said that he and President Eyadema had spoken of the difficult context 
within which our countries" foreign trade takes place. 


"There is currently a strong tendency to try to make us practice a policy of rates 
that does not seem totally adapted to the situation of our countries or our enter- 
prises, especially the small and medium-size enterprise, much less the situation 





of our foreign trade, insofar as all of our export products may be burdened and 
lose their ability to compete, even though everyone knows how much difficulty 
we have had selling these products." 


Fadiga said that President Eyadema manifested his agreement, saying that he did in 
fact understand the position of the bank's officials and thought that it was the 
best solution because we cannot sit back and watch the destruction of the produc- 
tion apparatus of our nations. 
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WADB COMMITTEE DISCUSSES 1981-1985 PROJECTIONS, APPROVES BUDGET

[Text] On Wednesday, 16 September 1981, the board of directors of the West African 
Development Bank (WADB) met in regular session for the 23d time at the bank's main 
office in Lome, presided over by Pierré-Claver Damiba, president of the WADB. The 
meeting was also attended ty the governor of the Central Bank of the West African 
States (BCEAO), Abdoulaye Fadiga, and representatives of the member states. 


According to the bulletin released to the press, the board examined and approved 
the Bank's updated financial projections for the next 5 years (1981-1985) and 
agreed on the establishment of an Exchange Risk Cover Fund within the Bank. 


It also gave its approval to 4 proposed contract for participation of the European 
Investment Bank (BEI) in the capital of the WADB for the amount of 500 million 
CFA francs and the granting, by the BEI, of a line = credit for 1.5 billion CFA 
francs to the bank. 


The Bank approved its budget for the 1981-1982 fiscal year, a proposed loan to 
finance a dairy project in Niamey, Niger, for 590 million CFA francs, a proposed 
loan to finance the Modern Fowl Production Program in Niger for 900 million CFA 
francs, and a proposed loan in order to grant a line of credit to the Ivorian 

Bank for Industrial Development (BIDI) in the Ivory .Coast for 1 billion CFA francs. 


These financing arrangements bring the total amount of the WADB's commitments to 
UMOA [West African Monetary Union (UMOA) nations to 24.2 billion CFA francs. 


The board of directors also reviewed dossiers concerning studies financed by the 
Bank from 1976 to 1981 and prospects of cooperating with the UNDP, the Swiss Con- 
federation and the World Pank.

role in the cultural. economic. social and 
political development of Ghana. The mis- 
sionary societies that started it all in the 
19th century; the visionary colonial ad- 
ministrators like the late Sir Gordon Gug- 
gisbetg and Sir Alan Burns who actively 
promoted and expanded it: and the various 
Ghanaian administrations who massively 
funded it after independence have all 
contributed their quota towards the build- 
ing of one of the best educational systems 
in tropical Africa. 

Ghanaians have therefore come to re- 
gard education. properly directed. as a 
major form of investment and they grum- 
ble loudly when they suspect that they are 
not reaping the fruits of this heavy invest- 
ment in education. 

For the past three decades Ghanaian 
governments have spent approximately 30 
per cent of the annual budget each year on 
education. This fiscal year. 1981-82, for 
allocated to the Ministry of Education. 

Despite this high investment a iarge 
number of children will be unable to find 
places in the existing schools at all levels — 


Some figures illustrate this frustration. 
In 1973-74 academic year enrolment at the 
various levels of the educational system 
totalled 1,599,789 of which 1,014,964 were 
in primary schools; 440.065 in middle; 
72,036 in secondary; 12,800 in technical: 
14,299 in teacher training colleges and 
5,625 in the three universities.

Veteran educationalists are bitterly com- 
plaining about the poor quality of teaching 
at all levels in the educational system.

REASONS FOR FAILED ECONOMIC MANAGEMENT REVIEWED

“DEFICIT financing by government, 
which is the main source of inflationary 
pressures in the economy, seems to have 
gone out of control again, as under 
Acheampong. (It) began to get out of hand 
in the 1974-75 fiscal year when the govern- 
ment deficit, at C356.7m., was more than 
double the previous year's. But it was in 
the 1977-78 fiscal year that the deficit made 
a quantum jump from C86lm. to 
€1.810.2m. It was, however, kept under 
€2,000m. until last financial year when, in 
response to deliberate government stimu- 
lation, it made another quantum jump 
from C1,600m. to €4,700m. In this year's 
budget. instead of government trying to 
contro! inflation, it has rather budgeted for 
an estimated deficit of C4,200m. On past 
experience this is likely in the final out-turn 
of the budget to be in the region of 
€6,500m. Questioned about this, the (Eco- 
nomic Planning) Minister's memorable re- 
ply was that no government has ever 
balanced its budget! 

“The external value of the cedi tells the 
same story. The cedi is supposed to ex- 
change for the dollar at the rate of €2.75 to 
$1, although in a typical exhibition of 
‘kalabuleism’ the government sells $1 at 
€5.50 whilst buying it for C2.75. But thisy.; 
iime by the time this government came into 
power $1 was worth C15 on the free 
market. Today, after nearly two years of 
PNP administration $1 is worth no less 
than C35 on the free market. Naturally, no 
one is these circumstances exchanges fore- 
ign currency for the cedi at the banks. A 
few foreigners who have tried it have been 
lovuxed upon as fools by bank clerks. 

Consequently, the government is losing 
its cuntrol over the economy. Individuals 
change on the black market to bring insuch 


things as video sets, luxury cars, fabulous 
ladies’ shoes and dresses, sound systems 
and so on, ad sell them at fantastic prices, 
whilst at the same time the government 
keeps telling, us that there is shortage of 
foreign exchange. Yet when one reads the 
current budget one scarcely notices any 
concern with this problem. Instead of 
working Out positive policies to deal with 
the problem the government keeps inform- 
ing us that because the IMF demands 
devaluation as a condition of help it is not 
going to devalue. What it is going to do 
remains a closed secret. Negative criticism 
of the IMF has been substituted for posi- 
tive policy to deal with a real problem.” 

The above brief discussion of one aspect 
of the economic situation and PNP Gov- 
ernment approach was provided by Mr. 
Kweku Folson, a well-known political sci- 
entist at the University of Ghana, and also 
a member of the Popular Front Party. He 
made those remarks during a press confer- 
ence he called to announce his 
for the nomination of three PFP members 
in the leadership race of the five mirority 
party group. 

On the subject of Ghana and the IMF, it 
has been said recently that Ghana is close 
to agreement with the IMF and that the 

latter is HOW “prepared to agree more 
lenient conditions in return for a C300m. 
one-year standby credit and about €100m. 
from the compansatory finance facility. 
The remaining disagreement is, it 1s said, 
the IMF demand for: an increase in the 
cocoa producer price of as much as 300 per 
cent; an end to government subsidies on. 
fuel imports; a drastic reduction of govern- 
ment expenditure including the civil ser- 
vice in particular; and the multiple ex- 
change rate system with a schedule for 
closing the gap between the official and 
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black market exchange rates. It has also 
been suggested that the IMF might offer a 
further $1,000m. spread over a three-year 
stabilisation programme, which would 
generate supplementary loans from bilater- 
al donors. 

The government's resistance to increas- 
ing the cocoa producer price has been 
constant and curious. It is said that the 
whole cocoa operation was in deficit last 
year for the first time. The self- 
congratulations of the interim management 
committee of the Cocoa Marketing Board 
notwithstanding, the basic “bottlenecks” 
of inacequately-distributed inputs, in- 
adequate storage and evacuation facilities, 
persist. Around these are the failure at 
policy level. 

Spraying. replanting and rehabilitation 
of farms, as well as reconstitution of a 
depleted (and rather aged) labour force 
has been approached in the last few years 
more with pious vows than dogged deter- 
mination. Disincentives to the farmers 
have been many and the slow switch to 
food crop farming began soon after 1975 
when local prices of local foodstuffs began 
their quick ascent. At the same time, the 
CFA value of Ghana cocoa became ob- 
vious as smugglers began paying farmers 
much more than the official producer 
price and, even better, took the cocoa 
away; in Brong-Ahafo particularly, unoffi- 
cial exports became institutionalised, join- 
ing the gold, diamond, and to a lesser 
extent, timber exports. 


President Limann rejected the kind of 
producer price increase various people 
have proposed for the last three years at 
least: up to C600 per 30kg. from the 
current C120. He said it would cost the 
government some €1,000m.. which 
appeared then to be the only substantive 
objection. Obviously, the producer price is 
by no means the key to the whole cocoa 
question. The policy failures and bot- 
tlenecks mentioned above are part of a 
package which the Limann government has 
yet to deliver in the form of a definite 
programme of economic management. 
Cocoa would seem extremely important 
from the point of view of foreign earnings.

BSL'S FOREIGN MANAGEMENT DENIED--Mr. J. C. Bene, the German managing director of 
the Black Star Line (BSL), has denied that the Marine Transport Consultants In- 
ternational (MICI) of West Germany is managing BSL. He said four MICI employees 
had rather been released as direct employees of BSL. He told an Accra press con- 
ference that he and three others in senior managerial positions were under a two- 
year contract with BSL, and that MTCI was only providing “back-up” service for 
BSL on the basis of direct cost. BSL was paying for the services of the four West 
Germans. He said the back-up services included the release of advisers to sit in 
on negotiations such as for insurance. On personnel displaced by the ship sales, 
Mr. Bene said the 1,236 workforce afloat and ashore would be reduced to 650. He 
was confident that BSL could be economically viable by the first quarter of next 
year.

ANALYSIS OF CHARACTER, POPULARITY OF PRESIDENT VIEIRA 
Dakar AFRICA in French No 133, Aug-Sep 81 pp 43-46 
[Article by Nadine Nyangoma: “Portrait of a Militant") 


[Excerpts] It is when he is with his people, in the midst of the nation to which 
he has devoted over 20 years of his militant life, that all the personality of 
Nino Vieira is revealed. Foreign visitors had always viewed him as reserved, de- 
liberately taciturn, so that the discovery. of this aspect of his personality came 
as a great surprise to many observers, who had been undecided about what their 
opinion should be of the man who first served as etateter of defense and then as 
prime minister under Luiz Cabral. 


Portuguese soldiers retained such a terrorized memory of this victorious warrior 
that some believed as firmly as the Guineans bea in the legend depicting him as 
being invulnerable to bullets. 


After the recovery of 14 November, when the people went out into the streets to 
acclaim him, week after week the regions sent trucks loaded with peasants, now 
national heroes, to danse and sing the praise of Nino. It was to be the entire 
country which would affirm its political choices in the capital. The improvised 
speeches in the city square were not without humor and the people of the little 
town of Farim presented him with a giant broom made by its women: “Here, Nino, 
so you can go clean out the ministries," one elder told him. 


Popular With Peasants 


In the overflowing wave of joy, the whole strict system of censorship set up by 
former Minister of Information Mario de Andrade fell apart, as did the minister. 
On the radio and in the streets, song banned for years are now heard again. A 
musical and cultural explosion took place: speeches, lectures, artistic exhibi- 
tions came forth and took over the microphones and the tide has not stopped. The 
people's creative imagination that Nino has constantly encouraged and to which he 
has always been extremely sensitive culminated in the February Shrovetide festival, 
when thousands of masks made by the country's children and teenagers paraded 
through the streets. The fallen president was represented by a mask painted with 
a reassuring smile, tirelessly greeting the crowd. 
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But Bissau, the capital inherited in the final moments from the fleeing Portuguese 
colonialism, is far from being the real country. Consequently, it will not be 
until Nino Vieira invites delegations and journalists. to accompany him on his re- 
gional tours, until the time of the great reunions, that one will finally be able 
to measure the popularity of the man in whom the people never ceased to have hope, 
even though his exclusion from government began to give rise to a certain demoral- 
ization, alternating with outbursts of anger, in the rural areas. 


Nino is the man of action who first of all restored the country's faith in itself, 
by beating in the field the greatest generals of the colonial power, thereby de- 
flating all the magical fear created by five centuries of Portuguese domination. - 
For the people then, Nino possesses the supernatural energy that broke the colon- 
ial magic. For the people as well, Nino saved the work of the struggle through 

two of its greatest crises. The first crisis took place when, following the assas- 
sination of Amilcar Cabral on 20 January 1973, the party could have been lost in 
the tangle of accusations and implications surrounding the assassination of the 
highest leader and in the resulting demoralization. ; 


The second crisis was that of the process of disengagement regarding the fundamen- 
tal promises of the struggle, particularly priority to be granted to agriculture. 
and the food survival of the people, a process that Ied to the constitutional 
coup d‘etat of 11 November, which was rapidly quelled by the quick countercoup 
waged by Nino on 14 November. 


One may well wonder why Nino, already pressed by the rank and file and particularly 
the Armed Forces, restless in the fate of the new institutional and economic evolu- 
tion, did not take power when he was still minister of defense and president of the 
People's Assembly, preferring to go to Cuba. Only the automobile accident of 

Chico Te brought him back to the country and the post of prime minister, where 

he remained until Luiz Cabral's constitutional coup d'etat, when he took power. 


Work of the PAIGC 


Actually, Nino is not a man attracted by power. Rather, he is dominated by a 
fixed idea, that of completion of the task of the PAIGC.{ And yet, in recent years, 
that task was definitely threatened. If Nino demonstrated so much patience, it was 
because in his eyes, the work involved aspects much more complex than they first | 
appeared. While it is true that the task is also a social and economic program, 
it is a desire for institutionalization and a search for stability as‘well. It 
was therefore not until the constitutional coup of. 11 November, when, following 

a year of discussions and arrests concerning the new constitution, there was proof 
that the institutions were blocked, that a very part of the security apparatus: 
the People's Assembly, was infiltrated, that the other part: the Armed Forces, 
took Nino to power. | 


Today Nino is president of the Revolutionary Council, which constitutes a provi- 
sional government while awaiting the meeting of the Fourth Congress of the party 
from 8 to 14 November. 


In the meantime, Nino constantly travels throughout the: country, determined to make 
the people aware and decentralize, in order to prevent a splinter group from 
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taking control of the undertaking. That is why the most extraordinary moments 

on the political scene in Guinea-Bissau are those of the “talks with the people," 

in which Nino patiently explains, using the simplest possible language, the mech- 
anisms and problems of the economy, relations with other countries, the consequences 
of a given decision, and in which the people in turn describe their problems, reject 
a given proposal or even a given official. Nor is it rare to see Nino change a 
decision because, following a talk with the people, an adjustment was necessary. 

And yet, Nino does not try, through demagogy,: to use the impulses of the rank and 
file, but rather, tirelessly counsels respect for the rules and laws of the organi- 
zation that was in the tradition of the liberated zones. 


In Guinea-Bissau today, no political personality can contest that of Nino, which 
does not mean that he is the only one or that there is no possibility of replacing 
him. 


But in the eyes of the people, he is the man who fought the hardest in the field 
for his country and his authority does not depend on any manipulation of power or 
wealth. He has therefore not been corrupted and manifests great indifference to 
material goods, which astonishes his entourage and is interpreted by the petty to 
be a lack of foresight. For the old regime, he was therefore a political card to 
be dominated, just as for the ambitious to come, he will inevitably be a card 
they will try to master and eventually to cut off from the masses by adulation. 


And yet, Nino has other political assets in hand, particularly a rich and free dia- 
log with the masses, the loyalty of the Armed Forces, which should enable him to 
avoid isolation, encirclement by possessive courtisans, and falling into political 
errors that brought about the downfall of such popular - sincere leaders as 

Kwame Nkrumah, for example.

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HARAMBEE PROCESS COMES UNDER SCRUTINY

NAIROBI, September 23 - One of Kenya's best- 
known institutions, the harambee meetings - a local version of the 
proverb "God helps those who help themselves" - has recently come 
under close public scrutiny. 


The meetings, normally held each weekend in 
different villages and towns throughout the country, are fund-raising 
events organised for the benefit of local projects which could not 
usually expect subsidies from the Central Government. 


The traditional setting is a wooden dais, bedecked 
in the national colours, on which the local notables - a Cabinet 
Minister on the Hogger occasions - are seated to encourage the 
w ananchi (citizens) t,. untie their purse-strings and donate to 
community projects. 


The project can vary : it might be a church, an 
extension for a local school, a dispensary, or even extra money to 
provide an overseas scholarship for a local student. 


The system was begun by the late President Jomo 
Kenyatta soon after independence and has become an institution. But 
critics are beginning to ask where all the money comes from, and, 
more to the point, where it all goes. 
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Enormous stakes 


Sometimes the stakes involved are enormous. 
During his first year as President, following the death of Kenyatta 
in 1978, Daniel Arap Moi managed to collect 60 million shillings 
(7.5 million dollars) at harambee asotiags he attended, according 
to the Kenyan Weekly Review. 


During one weekend in September a combined total 
of 1,788,130 shillings (225,000 dollars) was pulled in at 23 
Harambee meetings. Individual totals varied from 3,000 shillings 
for aphans in one village to more than 400,000 shillings for the 
construction of a local dispensary. In the latter case, the meeting 
was chaired by a Minister who himself contributed 136,601 shillings 
on behalf of the President and five other Cabinet Ministers. 


Nationwide coverage Be 


But the big attraction harambee meetings, organised 
by top political leaders, can attract four million shillings or more 
in a single afternoon. The cheques and cash donations are handed 
to the organiser, who announces by loudspeaker who has given how 
much. State radio and television news programmes broadcast the 
details nationwide. 


Yet in a new development, some junior Members of 
Parliament have started asking how certain people manage to donate 
considerable sums of money to worthy causes at such frequent 
intervals. 





Home and Constitutional Affairs Minister Charles 
Njonjo has responded indignantly that the money was contributed by 
"friends", while Local Government Minister Stanley Oloitiptip. said 
that if he contacted some of his friends by telephone before a 
harambee meeting they would pledge money without any discussion, 
because they had confidence in him. On that same weekend in September, 
Mr. Oloitiptip and his friends donated 181,500 shillings. 


Official pressure... 


The friends in question, generally businessmen, stay 
in the background. 





While most of the contributions from villagers are 
made on a voluntary basis, there have been cases of local officials 
putting on a bit of pressure to increase the contents of local 
coffers. 
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Last year the Daily Nation reported several cases 
in Mombasa where local people had been forced to pay extra 
to obtain a passport, renew a licence or get the water connected. 


There is no suggestion that any blackmail or bribery 
is involved in local harambee meetings, but the newspaper has 
reported : “At times, local leaders have imposed draconian measures 
to ensure everyone contributes the agreed minimum. This led to the 
poor members of society selling their most prized possessions - 
goats, sheep, cattle - to raise the stipulated amounts”. 


Pi line... 








The nation noted : “The least contributors expect 
is that their contributions will be well accounted for. Some leaders 
have accounted for harambee cash commendably. But there are others 
who see in such funds an easy way to cross the poverty line”. 


Recently, controversies have arisen over two 
harambee meetings. One was the result of a fund-raising session last 
year at a harambee organised on behalf of local MP Philip Leakey, 
for the benefit of 21 local schools. Press reports at the time 
said that four million shillings was raised, but nobody seems sure of 
the exact figure involved. What is certain, however, is that the2l 
schools, all of which contributed themselves, are still asking where 
the money went.

There have been suggestions that the embryo scandal 
could be part of an attack on Mr. Leakey, the country's only white 
Member of Parliament, who is currently abroad. 


At another district near Nairobi, a high official 


has called for an enquiry into the reported disappearance of 
220,000 shillings collected at a harambee meeting last year. 


But not all harambee meetings get into the headlines. 
Each weekend small-scale local meetings throughout Kenya pull in 
funds which do directly benefit the local inhabitants. These 
gatherings take place in a genuine spirit of self-help and meet 
more than economic needs, for they also provide a forum for officials 
to explain Government policy or review local affairs. And they 
also provide an opportunity for early ciectioneering. (A.F.P.)

President Moussa Traore's visit to Brazil] 


[Text] At the invitation of the Brazilian Government, his excellency Gen Moussa 
Traore, secretary general of the Democratic Union of Malian People [UDMP] and 
president of the Republic oy Mali, paid an official visit to Brazil on 6 and 7 
October 1981. He was accompanied by their excellencies Joao Pereira Silva, 
minister of rural development of the Republic of Cape Verde and minister charged 
with coordination of the interstate committee to fight drought in the Sahel 
{CILSS]; Alioune Blondin Beye, minister of foreign affairs and international 
cooperation; N'fagnanama, minister of agriculture; Maki Koreissi Aguibou Tall, 
Malian ambassador to Brazil, and a high-powered delegation. 


The president of the Republic of Mali was received by his excellency Antonio 
Aureliano Chaves Mendosa, vice president and acting president of the Republic 
of Brazil. They held talks in an atmosphere of confidence and mutual respect 

on bilateral relations and common international issues. Gen Moussa Traore was 
also received by their excellencies Deputy Nelson Marcheza, president of the 
Chamber of Deputies; Senator Jarbas Passarinho, president of the Federal Senate 
and by Franscico Manuel Xavier de Alburquerque, president of the Supreme Federal 
Court. : 


The minister of foreign affairs and international cooperation of Mali and the 
minister of external relations of Brazil held talks on regional and international 
topics and on ways to strengthen bilateral relations and ties of friendship 
between the two countries. 


On this occasion, the two ministers signed an agreement on behalf of their 
respective governments, to set up a Mali-Brazil joint commission for economic 
cooperation and an agreement on cultural, scientific and technical cooperation. 
These agreements will contribute to the strengthening of bilateral relations. 
The minister of foreign affairs and international cooperation also held talks 
with Frnane Galveas, minister of finance, on the economic and financial aspects 
of the bilateral cooperation. The minister of agriculture and the minister 
charged with the coordination of the CILSS paid visits to their excellencies 
Angelo Amaury Stabile, minister of agriculture and Mario David Andreazza, minister 
for interior with whom chey discussed matters concerning agriculture and the 
development of arid zones. 











During their talks the two presidents expressed their concern over international 
tensions and the increasing gap between nations. They stressed the importance 
of the progress on the North-South dialog and they expressed their confidence

The two presidents discussed extensively the dramatic situation to which the Sahel 
people have been subjected for more than a decade now as they have been hit 
severely by this endemic drought. The two presidents examined the most appropriate 
ways to solve this serious issue. The vice president, acting as the interim 
president of the Federative Republic of Brazil, conveyed to the president of Mali 
the solidarity of the Brazilian Government and people with the people of the Sahel 
region in their cons 2nt struggle for development and in fighting obstacles 
created by drought. -he Brazilian Government reiterated its availability to 
support them in this struggle and within the limits of its means and with the 
framework of the UN programs for the development of the region. At the end of 

his visit, the president of the Republic of Mali expressed his gratitude for the 
warm welcome and the cordial hospitality given him and his delegation during his 
stay in Brazil.

SOVIETS SEEK TO INCREASE TRADE RELATIONS 
Port Louis LE MAURICIEN in French 28 Aug 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] The Soviet Union has offered its services for the construction of a flour 
mill in Mauritius. Such a proposal was made to the Mauritian Government yesterday 
by the Soviet Embassy trade adviser, Yuri Stephanchuk, in the presence of Ambassador 
S. F. Pankov. The proposal appears to be very attractive, especially since the 

cost of construction of such an enterprise will be 50 percent lower than the $20- 
million figure (about 160 million rupées) recently estimated by a firm of special- 
ists. The government, which is now studying the flour mill proposal, will consider 
the Soviet offer. It is the second time that the USSR has proposed construction 

of a flour mill, the first time in 1979. 


This proposal was reiterated at the time of the opening of negotiations between 

the officials of the Soviet Embassy and those of the Mauritian Government concerning 
the sale of Mauritian tea to the Soviet Union (see information below). .D. Basant 
Rai, minister of industry and commerce, who headed the negotiations, said that the 
Soviet proposal will be transmitted to Mauritian authorities. 


Stephanchuk stated that the Soviets have build 17 flour mills in India, whence _ 
their interest in completing such a project in Mauritius. However, the financial 
question remains. Within this context, Stephanchuk was unable to be specific. He 
hinted at -he possibility of Soviet financing, but he thought better of it later, 
stating that negotiations would have to take place between the two parties if the 
Soviet offer were accepted. He also proposed the sending of a Mauritian delega- 
tion to the USSR within the framework of the project... 


Stephanchuk subsequently indicated numerous possibilities of cooperation between 

the USSR and Mauritius, particularly in the field of fishing and development of 

the Merchant Marine on a regional basis. Regarding fishing, joint Russian-Mauritian 
projects were considered. With respect to development of that particular sector, 
the Soviet Union proposed the sale, with facilities of payment, of very modern 
fishing boats. The USSR is even willing to train Mauritians in industrial fishing, 
Stephanchuk added. 


The question of exporting jeans made in Mauritian was also brought up by the conm- 
mercial adviser. Soviet firms have received numerous samples, he said, and they 
are now being looked at in Moscow.

RUSSIAN SCIENTISTS TO VISIT--A number of eminent Russian scientists will be in 
Mauritius from 8 to 14 September, within the framework of a botany research visit. 
The scientists will come on a Soviet naval research vessel, the "Academician Ber- 
nardski," which will make a 4-day stop in Port-Louis. At the time of their visit 
to Mauritius, the Soviet scientists will undertake studies of certain species of 
plants from various regions of the country.: It is: highly likely that some of them 
will give talks on aspects of this science. _ It should be noted that for a number 
of months, several units from foreign navies have stopped off in Mauritius. An 
oceanographic research boat from the National Institute of India was in Port-Louis, 
with eminent Indian scientists specializing in marine technology on board. It 
should be emphasized that at the time of a conference at the University of Mauri- 
tius, the director of the Institute brought up the existence of a large quantity 
of mineral resources in Mauritius’ territorial waters, including manganese nodules. 
In this connection, he reported that the total volume of the different ores in

Evoking relations between Mauritius and the USSR, the new ambas- 
sador reaffirmed that his country “has always been building and will continue to 
build its relations with Mauritius, as well as with other countries, according to 
Lenin's principles of friendship, equality, respect of sovereignty, noninterference 
in internal affairs and mutually beneficial cooperation.“ Pankov said that his 
country is following the efforts of the people and government of Mauritius with 
great interest and positive feelings, efforts aimed at consolidating their national 
independence, developing national cooperation and ensuring peace in the Indian 
Ocean. “We are satisfied to note that in 13 years, friendly relations have devel- 
oped between Mauritius and the USSR," Pankov concluded.

POLITICAL, ECONOMIC SITUATION DISCUSSED 
Mobutu's Extended Respite 
Paris LE MONDE DIPLOMATIQUE in French Sep 81 p 16 


[Text] Open rebellions, latent guerrilla movements, more or less recent accusations 
by political opponents: one warning after another over the years directed to Presi- 
dent Mobutu, who, since his installation in office in 1965, has succeeded somehow 
in preserving his country's territorial unity. Another of the president's merits 
pertains to his rather exceptional ability to ensure the perpetuity of the regime, 
in spite of the complete failure of his administration. 


These limited performances depend on fiction, however. Because without the massive 
military and financial support of the Western powers, the regime would have collapsed 
long ago. Chaos was narrowly prevented twice in Shaba--in 1977 and 1978--by foreign 
intervention. Many times, in recent years, international financial circles have 
flown to help an unstable economy, not only by providing it with the necessary 
credits, but also primarily by taking over directly management of vital institu- 
tions, like the Central Bank, by means of the International Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Its strategic location in the heart of the African continent and its immense miner-— 
al wealth won for Zaire this special attention that has never ceased to find ex- 
pression since it became independent in 1960 and the war that resulted. 


At the end of June this year, another respite was granted to President Mobutu owing 
to a loan of over $1 billion from the IMF, which knows how to be more parsimonious 
under other circumstances. Following closely behind,~the leading Western money 
lenders granted a readjustment of the foreign debt amounting to $4.4 billion. 


Nevertheless, a few days later, the bishops’ conference had a pastoral letter read, 
right in the Kinshasa cathedral, denouncing “the shameless exploitation, the plun- 
der organized to the benefit of foreigners and their intermediaries, while the 

main body of the people are sunk in poverty, in situations that are, at times, 
brought about artificially." The former prime minister, Nguza Karl I Bond, who 

is thinking of running for president in 1984, speaks, on his part, of his Brussels 
exile as "dishonesty with regard to the people." 


Who then, in the Zairian establishment and among its foreign allies, is laboring 
most under delusions? President Mobutu, who frequently invokes in his defense 

the corruption and incompetency of his officials, or the international financiers, 
who are especially concerned about restoring an economic stability that can revive 
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confidence in business circles? Actually, in the absence of important structural 
changes that would cast doubt on the present system of exploitation of the na- 
tional resources, what prominent political person would have a sufficiently strong 
stature and national influence today to guarantee a change in continuity? This 
uncertainty is also contributing to confort the regime, while the country's deterio~ 
ration is worsening. 


Regime's Survival Basis

[Text] How long? This question is asked regularly in connection with Zaire, which 
is still sinking deeper "silently," so to speak, in stagnation (see the table at 

the end of this article). The plot (?) by young officers within the Army (1976), 
the two Shaba wars (1977 and 1978), the country's financial and economic bankruptcy, 
the discreet but constant exodus of a number of Zairians to "friendly" Western 
countries, culminating with the recent resignation of the First State Commissioner, 
Nguza Karl I Bond, were unable to get the better of a regime that appears to be 
capable of surviving every vicissitude. 


The secret of this longevity seems to depend not so much on a regime of terror 
and repression as on a system of government operating by means of patronage and 
based on periodic plundering of the country's resources. 


First of all, patronage. Mobutu the dictator? Mobutu the man alone? Mobutu, 

one of the richest men in the world? Simple, if not simplistic, images are carried 
in the Western press to characterize the top of a pyramid built on mechanisms of 
patrimonial redistribution. The various steps on that pyramid do not necessary 
coincide with institutions laid down over a moving, fluid reality. The Popular 
Movement of the Revolution (MPR), the only Zairian party), ministerial services, 
civil services are only labels concealing much more subtle hierarchies. 


At the head of this patrimonial structure, a presidential clique consisting of 

liege men, often brought together by belonging to one and the same region histor- 
ically treated unfavorably by colonization, north of the Equator. Within this 

group are found, jumbled together, uncle Litho, son Werna, plan commissioner Bokana, 
General Bolisi, the untouchable head of military security, loyal Seti, of civil 
security, and so on. A certain number of great international "adventurers" who 
play a more or less permanent role as "advisers" to the president (the American 
Tempelsman, the Frenchman De la Tribouille, and so on) are connected with this 
clique. 


One step below, a large number of businessmen, civil servants and courtiers who 

owe their privileges to their ethnic and regional membership or to "imperial fiat." 
Finally, at the bottom of the power pyramid, a rather considerable mass of elites 
forming the “recruiting reserve" of government authority--civil servants, intel- 
lectuals, people's commissioners, and so on--and who may be pushed overnight into 
high responsibilities or be dismissed, beaten, tortured, imprisoned just as sud- 
denly. This is the stratum in which signs are observed of discontent, of incli- 
nations toward revolt, as is evidenced by the affair of the 13 Kasai deputies, 
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representing regional groups politically (but not necessarily economically) in 
the minority with regard to the dominant ethnic group of the presidential clique. 


This kind of system, to which the moral label of corruption is applied, sinks its 
roots deeply within the civilian society. At the highast as well as at the lowest 
level, "everything is sold and everything is bought,"-as President Mobutu himself 
observed. The barons of the regime, gently fustigated by the president ("Steal, 
but steal intelligently," he told them publicly), are on top of the ladder. At 
the very bottom, are the little executants whose task is to keep the pyramid in 
balance: an underpaid soldiery living off the citizens, the thousands of little 
national security informers who swarm in African cities. 


Plunder Economy 


A modern civil service system was able to be established in the heart of the ab- 
solutist, patrimonial state of France of the Bourbons (against the barons), which 
only developed shortly after the French Revolution. In Zaire. the centralizing 
state depends on myth and ideology. In the balance sheet that they draw up of 

20 years of political independence, F. Bezy, J.-Ph. Peemans and J.-M. Wautelet 
fell precisely in the trap of this state that plays at being one. Reasoning like 
neo-Marxist economists, they find it very hard to justify the strengthening of 
this state after 1965 with the help of very restricted criteria: resumption of 
control of the mineral resources, quantitative increase of public investment, es- 
tablishment of new relations with foreign capital, and so on’. 


The absence of a state and the way in which patronage operates make the “Zairian 
system" a survival system and not a system of consistent, coordinated class ex- 
ploitation, a system in which the emergence and development of a “national bour- 
geoisie" have no plac@é, Because patronage can develop only by means of a syste- 
matic plundering of resources bringing in immediate profits. This plundering eco- 
nomy does not consist only in diversion and squandering of public funds by the 
leadership class, a diversion amounting to billions. It is also caused by a number 
of industrial investment projects carried out in the framework of a so-called 
"import-substitution" policy since the beginning of the 1970's and burdening debt 
service for years to come, as is shown by a prejection of service of that debt 

up to 1987: 


Second half 1980: $283.3 million 
1981: $759.3 million 
1982: $766.4 million 
1983: $703.1 million 
1984: $739.2 million 
1985: $658.1 million 
1986: $586.7 million 


1987 and beyond: $2,149.1 million 


This enormous burden is going to force the country to run constantly after new 
readjustments, respacing of payments and refinancing of a debt amounting at present 
to over $5 billion.

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Mention can be made, among a number of disastrous industrial projects--they are 
operating at only 10 to 30 percent of their capacity~--construction of the longest 
high-tension electric transmission line in the world (cost: $1 billion to date), 
which has no known user along the entire line; establishment of a steel plant pro- 
ducing sectional steel, concrete reinforcement rods and wire at prices four times 
higher than the price of the same imported products; installation of a satellite 
telecommunication system unparalleled in any developed country; construction of 

an ultramodern radio and television city, kept in a state of operation by many 
millions; construction, in Kisangani, of a luxurious international airport, un- 
utilized for that purpose, by a Belgian company threatened with failure in Belgium 
at that time. 


The list of industrial aberrations committed since 1970 has not been exhausted 
and Zaire holds, in that field, the sad record of "miscarried" investments per 
square kilometer. In this connection, the West's responsibility is directly in- 
volved, both by means of research departments, engineering companies and multi- 
national firms offering a priori a virtuous front of purety and competence, and 
by means of great international adventurers, all good friends of the president 
and business associates of the members of the Zairian leadership stratum. 


But the most extraordinary point is that, in spite of a catastrophic indebtedness, 
representing a record percentage of 30 percent of exports of goods and services, 

the country’s economic future is still being mortgaged by new projects in defiance 
of good sense and that "independent" consultants and engineering offices are pre- 
paring with an imperturbable good faith and with the help of statistical projections 
that no longer have any significance in an officially bankrupt economy. Two large- 
scale projects are especially being prepared. They will increase the national 

debt by some additional hundreds of millions of dollars. On the one hand, con- 
struction of a aluminum electrolysis plant (cost: $1 billion, including interest) 
by the ALUSUISSE Group, which will be granted, through a mixed company (ALUZAIRE), 
one of the lowest electricity supply rates in the world, total, unlimited exemption 
of export duties on the aluminum produced and a 10-year veto right on any other 
aluminum project desired to be established in Zaire. On the other hand, construc- 
tion of a deep-watez port at Banana (cost: $900 million for the 1981-1995 period), 
which will involve the demise, in the more or less long term, of the present port 

of Matadi for whose restoration millions of dollars are still being invested, never- 
theless, and where the same tonnage is handled as in 1953. 


Achievement of these two projects is to be associated with the recent decision 

by President Mobuto and his associates to establish an industrial free zone in 

the Bas Zaire region. In short, it is nothing less than a question of setting 

up an enclave in which foreign companies, using electricity--unutilized up to 
now--from the powerplants of the Inga-II hydroelectric complex, will benefit not 
only from an electricity rate lower tha. the cost of its production, but also from 
a total exemption of import and export duties. These companies will be under a 
special administration directly under the office of the president of the Republic. 
Thus a strategy of turning Zaire into an enclave was carried out. It was already 
stated 2 years ago with the famous OTRAG* affair and it is reminiscent of the

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policy of setting up trading posts at the beginning of colonial imperialisn. . 


Of course, the patrimonial regime presently installed has no desire to negotiate 
industrial contracts that would involve an attempt to come out of underdevelopment 
and to become free of the protection of big capital. Nevertheless, that kind of 
plundering, that kind of squandering of resources have limitations. both from the 
material and the human point of view, not only for Zaire. but also for the West. 
In fact, independently of any moral judgment on "corruption," the indebtedness 
resulting from the "grandiose" achievements of that kind of country that is far 
from being a special case is included in the framework of the present instability 
of the international banking system, whose crisis has been becoming more plausible 
every year. Moreover, contrary to the ideological talk of the "politicians," this 
kind of costly investments has only little impact with regard to a recovery of 
employment in the European countries affected by the crisis, precisely because 
highly capitalistic investments, if not investments at truly usurious interest 
rates, are involved. Worse yet, they mortgage for a more or less long term a capi- 
talism that needs markets, but that does not engage in a market economy with its 
strategy of squandering. 


Complicity of Banking Circles 


International financial and economic institutions, ranging from the European Devel- 
opment Fund (EDF), recently criticized for its management errors, to the IMF, 
blamed for too much nearsightedness and a blind adherence to the principles of 
liberal economy, have taken the risk of coordinating Zaire's recolonization and 
still grant it supplements. The latest measure is the extension of credit facili- 
ties to Zaire by the World Bank (over $1 billion), formally granted within the 
framework of the recovery plan, but that, actually, is tied to the forthcoming 
respacing of debt payments. In exchange, Zaire has granted management of a certain 
number of key posts to foreign experts (customs, Central Bank, transportation,~ 
finance department, and so on), in addition to a series of devaluations that have 
made the deterioration of the people's living standard still worse. 


These institutions risk, however, having considerable difficulties in suppressing 
the dual pressure exerted by investors ready for any easy stroke of luck and by 
the Zairian regime guaranteeing them. Caught in the trap of a political and eco- 
nomic pseudoneutrality, they can, in any case, only limit the damage. They can 
oblige the state to pay back its debts and they can force it to observe an “ac- 
ceptable" financial orthodoxy. 


Undoubtedly, history never repreats itself entirely. If will be recalled, however, 
that the end of the United Nations intervention in the Congo. which had created 

a semblance of formal political stability, coincides with the start of the large 
popular uprisings in 1963-1964.

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Opposition Without Political Strategy

[Text] After 6 years of accelerated deterioration of the economic and social situa- 
tion, the small amount of sociai-political protest in Zaire can be amazing. And, 
nevertheless, there is no lack of reasons. During the last 10 years, most of the 
wage earners have seen their buying power reduced by around 85 percent. It no 
longer amounts, on the average, to more than 5 percent of its 1960 level. Ina 
study on everyday living in Kisangani’, Jules Lammens estimates that an unskilled 
worker who would use all his wages for food could offer his 6-person family (present 











average) only 55 grams of bread per person per day, or 125 grams of chikwangue, 
or 60 grams of rice. These figures show the gap between wage income and the minimm 
living wage. 


Therefore, we have to note the sharp rise in mortality and morbidity, the partial 
or total turnabout in rural areas, multiplication of "compensatory" activities: 
work by women and children, prostitution, theft, extension of family farming. 


Now, the exceptional seriousness of the crisis plays a part, aside from any natural 
catastrophe or political troubles. The country has an unequalled mining, agricul- 
tural and energy potential and an infrastructure superior to the infrastructure 

of most of the other Black African countries. 


The responsibilities of the leadership class are evident: systematic diversion 

of public funds to personal purposes, large-scale fraudulent exports, aberrant 
economic contracts with multinational companies concluded depending on the amount 

of the bribes, and so on. They are so well known that self-criticism has become 

an absolutely periodic exercise for the top-level officials of the regime (only 

the president and his family are not liable to it). But all the talk on the "Zairian 
malady" has done nothing. 


Does the cliche about a resigned people, often served up to describe the present 
situation, agree with reality? Is protest probably the prerogative of the officers 
participating the 1975 and 1978 putsch, of the Congolese National Liberation Front 
(FLNC), of the group of East Kasai members of Parliament or else of some prominent 
person in the opposition ready to try to wear the leopard cap? 


Controlled News 


It is true that the brutal deterioration of living conditions, so far, has not 
given rise to social-political protest movement similar, in their intensity or 
scope. to the struggle for decolonization (1956-1960) or, especially, to the in- 
surrections in the first years of independence. Is it necessary, for all that, 

to infer from this a kind of collective lack of will power ill-concealed by a few 
resounding statements by opponents in exile or by a few open letters from Zairian 
members of Parliament and bishops? But mere knowledge of events pertaining to 
social or political protest is burdened by the strict control maintained by the 
regime over the news media. Thus, the violent combats that brought the elite bat- 
talions of the Zairian Armed Forces in conflict with the guerrilla fighters of 

the People's Revolution Party (PRP), from 1970 to 1979, in the regions around Lake 
Tanganyika, were completely passed over in silence. Strikes, street demonstrations, 
upsetting of monuments to the glory of the Popular Movement of the Revolution (MPR) 
(the single party) or of its head, never are reported, even in the regional press. 
To such a degree, that a messianic-type movement, the Nzambi Mpunygu”, which had 
given rise to a certain amount of effervescence in Kwilu, in 1977, before it was 
subjected, in January 1978, to the most extreme kind of repression by the Fourth 
Paratrooper Battalion (around 2,000 villagers masscred), was never mentioned by 
the Zairian press. Until a news campaign by the Zaire Committee*® alerted inter- 
national public opinion and prompted President Mobutu to interpret the disturbances 
as ... an infiltration by the FLNC in Kwilu. 
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If this burden on news is taken into account, it must be realized that, in compari- 
son with 1960-1965, armed opposition to the Mobutu regime has remained either very 
limited (areas controlled by the PRP) or very sporadic (the two FLNC offensives 

in Shaba). 


The state of relative calm of rural areas is due, in part, to a lack of work in 
the rank-and-file of the opposition organizations. Nevertheless, a series of eco- 
nomic and sociological factors are added to this. 


Problems of marketing agricultural products and deterioration of the exchange rates 
have most often given rise to reaction of falling back on self-subsisence. The 
rural exodus--that the acute crisis in the cities is tending to slow down at pre- 
sent--cut off fron the rural regions a considerable part of their most dynamic 
strata, especially young persons, while the decline of inudstrial and export crops 
caused a decrease in the number of agricultural wage earners, in absolute figures. 


The practice introduced by the Mobutu regime consisting in appointing to the princi- 
pal posts administrators from other provinces has not attenuated the distribution 

of privileges in accordance with regional or ethnic criteria. (The top-level offi- 
cial in a province surrounds himself with a following mostly native to his region). 
But that forestalls that explosive potential created by frequent rivalries between 
representatives of neighboring ethnic groups, without ceasing, for all that, to 
conceal class conflicts by ethnic-regional antagonisms. 


Finally, erosion of the power of the traditional chiefs has deprived rural regions 
of leaders that might take over the peasant grievance movement. To say nothing 

of the deterrent effect exercised by the omnipresence of troops, little inclined 
to discussion in case of disagreements. From 1960 to 1964, although excluded from 
the central government, political parties laying claim to Lumumbaism were able 

to maintain and even strengthen their organizations in the provinces in the east 
and in Kwilu. This factor was a determinant when it was a question of mobilizing 
and then of staffing the peasant insurrectional movement. The crushing of insur- 
rections and then the consolidation of the centralized, monolithic structure of 
the MPR put an end tc the organizations of the former Lumumbaist parties, disclosing 
their inability to adapt themselves to clandestinity and the fragility of their 
foundation on the people. 


In the absence of a political philosophy and action framework, the resistance and 
will to change of the rural regions tend to find expression by means of a religious 
symbolism. Although they are prohibited by the regime, religious sects are in- 
creasing in number and are propagating. For example, the several thousand members 
of Nzambi Mpungu believed that, through the grace of their prophet, Kasongo, they 
enjoyed a magical invulnerability enabling them to attack businessmen and local 
administration without danger. Established in the very region in which Pierre 
Mulele had taught, in 1963, the principles of people's war, this tragic experience 
shows the relative removal of part of the rural world from the sphere of politics. 
It should be noted, however, that young persons, who were the spearhead of the 
Mulelist insurrections, joined the Kasongo sect hardly at all. 


The authorized churches, primarily the Catholic Church, are playing an increasing 


role as the situation deteriorates in the interior of the country. Of the three 
former "pillars" of the Belgian colony (with the companies and administration), 
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the Catholic Church is undoubtedly the only one still functioning with some de- 
gree of effectiveness. In addition to its traditional catechetical and social 
functions, the Catholic Church became a large-scale economic agent in keeping with 
the size of the domains granted to it by Leopold II. Today, in many places, it 

is still the sole guarantor of maintenance of a minimum of educational and health 
infrastructure and of rural activities incorporated in the monetary system. Owing 
to the discredit affecting the competitive ideology of "Mobutism," this state of 
affairs gives the Catholic Church an unusual capability of “having weight" in the 
field of politics. Added to that is the renovation of its basic structures. Dea- 
cons, a kind of intermediaries between the priests and the mass of the faithful, 
enjoying broad autonomy, have become leaders of basic communities. Thus, the in- 
stitution of the Church is perceived as the sole setting for a relatively free 
discussion of social and political problems and as a place in which a minimum of 
solidarity takes concrete form at a time when the problem of survival is raised 
with unprecedented acuteness. 


The Catholic hierarchy, whtch is aware of the fact that it had to mark off its 
distances more definitely with regard to the regime, in order to retain its credit 
among the mass of the faithful, had already addressed a forceful letter to Presi- 
dent Mobutu, in 1978. The behavior of the leadership class and of the political 
structures were criticized in it bluntly (only the president was not personally 
questioned), but priority was given to the effort to improve the moral standard, 

to "change the way of thinking," to structural changes. The course of change ad- 
vocated by the majority of the religious hierarchy is still individual conversion, 
in order to establish a solidarity between the governing authorities and the people 
governed. The Zairian Catholic Church is obviously quite remote from the radicalism 
of the upholders of a combatant church in Latin America. Without doubt, its colo- 
nial past is still too close. Therefore, the assumption can be put forward that, 
if the present regime were to collapse, the political role of the Catholic Church 
would consist in being quite more a stabilization force than a change force. 


Grievances in the Cities 


On the other hand, in the cities, the grievance movement has been undergoing, in 
general, a real development since 1975. Although strikes are forbidden. they have 
become a preferential tool. Committees of labor union delegates, elected in the 
rank-and-file, are habitually their initiators, in total opposition to the labor 
union leadership whose task consists in preventing the emergence of any grievance. 
The organizers of strikes, capable of immobilizing the country's leading services 
and enterprises (KDL [Kinshasa-Dilolo-Lubumbashi Railway Company] and GECAMINES 
[General Quarries and Mines Company] in 1976, banks and other services in Kin- 
shasa in 1978, ONATRA [National Transportation Office] in 1979, and, especially, 
in the sector of education), put forth economic grievances: wage level and regu- 
larity, working conditions. Nevertheless, since 1980, on occasion of strikes by 
teachers in Kinshasa and the strike of the campus of UNAZA (National University 
of Zaire), the tone of the tracts and lists of grievances has been taking on a 
political aspect: criticism of the power structures, of the privileges of the 
oligarchy. 


The new lower middle class (employees in the private or public sector, teachers) 
has shown undeniable dynamism in this connection. Without doubt this is due to 
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a brutal deterioration of their real income and to an increasingly difficult access 
to the sphere of privileges. Devaluation of a diploma as a vehicle for social 
advancenent strikes this class directly and makes it more sensitive to the iniquity 
of the actual selection methods (ethnic and regional criteria). 


The question raised at present is one of knowing to what extent protest by workers 
and employees can expand by providing itself with an autonomous organization needed 
for pursuing longer term objectives. 


With the noteworthy exception of the PRP, strictly political protest began an upsurge 
starting in 1975. A turning-point year that witnessed added to domestic difficul- 
ties--failure of “Zairianization-radicalization," trial of senior officers involved 
in the “unsuccessful coup set up"--defeat cf the Zairian elite units that had in- 
tervened in Angola to rescue the Angolan National Liberation Front (FNLA). The 
Zairian State, a victim of its own economic policy and of the worldwide recession, 
was suddenly incapable of honoring service on its foreign debt. 


The downward phase of the Mobutu regime thus began brutally. It was to be marked 
by a serious of political "blows" that bring out both the extreme shrinking of 

the social foundations of the regime and an astonishing capability to delaying 

the moment of its collapse. This paradox raises the question of the changes caused 
within the leadership by the process of "“concentration-centralization" of poli- 
tical authority. 


This process had two major consequences on the formation of the leadership class. 
On the one hand, it brought with it a real internal stratification on the basis 

of new criteria of selection and of “codes of conduct." On the other hand, it 
maintained, and even strengthen, the mechanisms for blocking any process of forma-- 
tion of an economic middle class. The stratum of the "cultured persons" that 

was nut very extensive, owing to the Belgian colonial education system, which gave 
priority to large-scale primary and lower secondary education, crowded in massively 
on the political and administrative structures when the country became independent. 
The great increase in the number of civil servants and the multiplication of pro- 
vincial political bodies hardly promoted differentiation within a class that might 
be identified as a "political-administrative lower middle class." 


The phenomenon of stratification of the leadership class has already been examined 
by J. Rymenam°. The president, who holds the essential political and judiciary 
powers, is the keystone of the MPR institutional system. This position gives him 
preferential access to the state's economic and financial prescriptions and deci- 
sions. President Mobutu, who simultaneously uses his institutional power to ensure 
a rapid rotation of political personnel and his access to the state's resources 

to initiate and maintain by corruption a system of a series of allegiances, has 
succeeded in managing "his" political class with remarkable effectiveness. But 
the undeniable talents of the gneral-president have succeeded at most in delaying 
the political expression of dissension within the political-administrative middle 
class, especially among the middle class of civil servants and the presidential 
"clique." 


Nevertheless, several new factors have contributed to an intensification of this 
dissension: 
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[1.] The economic crisis and the strict supervision exercised by international 
experts over the state's financial instruments have definitely reduced the volume 
of funds for the purpose of maintaining political patronage. The "prejudice" thus 
caused becomes more pronounced in going down the political hierarchy. 





[2.] The series of devaluations of the national currency (80-percent loss in value 
between 1978 and 1981) and demonetarization operation (end of December 1979)® af- 
fected the middle class of civil servants (university professors, middle-level 
managerial personnel, people's commissioners) who benefit only from a very limited 
access to foreign exchange. Differently from the upper levels of the state middle 
class who reserve for themselvesa the essential part of export-import licenses 

and who enjoy an almost guaranteed impunity for any contraband operation. 

{3.] The policy of “democratization, " started in July 1977 under pressure by Zaire's 
Western allies, enabled the people's commissioners (deputies) and some members 

of the political bureau, who came out of the new election method’, to feel that 

they were invested with a legitimacy that did not deQend exclusively on the presi- 
dent's good will. 


By means of the systematic application of certain freshly acquired rights--like 

the right to question the ministers or to establish parliamentary investigating 
committees--part of Parliament, grouping around 84 people's commissioners, proposed 
to affirm their autonomy with regard to the president's authority. This group 

of members of Parliament, interpreting directly the aspirations of the nonprivileged 
part of the middle class, became progressively a kind of enterprising counterauthor- 
ity. 


This resulted in a takeover of the Legislative Council®, first by presidential 
censorship of parliamentary questioning (February 1980) and then by setting up, 
by means of a constitutional revision, a "Central Committee" of the MPR, with an 
excessively large membership, appointed entirely by the president and higher up 
in the chain of authority than Parliament. 


Neutralization of the protest faction in Parliament was, nevertheless, to take 

a more dramatic turn at the time of the "Saint Sylvester plot" affair (December 
1980). Thirteen people's commissioners who had signed an open letter, seized by 
Zairian Security even before its dissemination, were stripped of their parliamen- 
tary mandate and of their civil rights. Thus, an opposition's endeavor in legality 
came to an end. By means of this document, described as "subversive" by President 
Mobutu, the legalistic opposition noted the exacerbation of the conflict placing 
the strata participating directly in the state's authority in opposition to the 
strata kept away from it for discriminatory reasons. 


"Umbrella or parachute, Citizen President-Founder, you ‘alone’ have the power to 
appoint, revoke, promote the members of the Zairian leadership class and, because 
of this, you should logically endorse the acts of your proteges whom you have in- 
deed recognized as the plunderers and exploiters of our people. ... The social 
stratification to which these abusive practices, resulting for a personalized au- 
thority, have led to the creation, within our people, of tendencies involving ex-- 
tremely explosive divisions for the country's future. Because you are the author, 
agree, Citizen President-Founder, to assume the responsibility for this. ° 
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"... As far as we know, there is no country in the world in which the concentra- 
tion of economic and political authority is as scandalous: 


"Therefore, has .your regime replaced the 350 Belgian families (and not individuals) 
with a family of 50 persons?"?° 


Contrary to reports circulating shortly after the "Saint Sylvester plot" affair, 
the measures involving loss of rights did not punish solely the "Kasai Group," 
which had won fame in 1979 by denouncing the Katekelay massacres, but also deputies 
from Kwilu, Shaba and Kivu. 


The increasing protest movement, felt by the regime as a threat coming from its 
own institutions--Army, university, labor union, Parliament--strengthened the cri- 
terion of family, ethnic and regional affinities with regard to selection of the 
holders of key posts in the state's structure. This reaction can only intensify 
still more the resentment of intellectuals or of representatives of the "black- 
listed" regions (especially the two Kasais, Shaba and Kwilu). This is what is 
noted by Nguza Karl I Bond, former prime minister who went over to the opposition 
recently, in his "30 June (1981) Appeal": 


"Zaire's present unity is becoming constantly more precarious. It is based on 
the force of bayonets. National cohesion, which was once the regime's attainment, 
is becoming frayedilirtle by little."** 


Forums Abroad 


Regardless of the possible consequences of the aggravation of the conflicts between 
the various strata of the state's middle class, it must be concluded that the "le- 
galistic" parliamentary opposition demonstrated the limits of its effectiveness. 

In the monarchical system defined by the Zairian Constitution, the president is 

the arbiter of legality in the last resort. Every criticism, regardless of whether 
it comes from the university, the Army, Parliament, falls, sooner or later, under 
the close scrutiny of the president. 


Two facts radically reduce the effectiveness of any "legalistic" opposition: the 
impossibility of becoming an independent organization capable of mobilizing its 
potential basis among the people and the iack of a real economic base. In Zaire, 
business proceeds from politics. The leading businessmen are the leading political 
authorities, or they belong to their family. There is no real national middle 
class, but only a "middleman" middle class. 


Moreover, only exile offers an opposition candidate a sought-for forum for his 
statements and conditions favoring establishment of an organization. But the weak- 
ness of establishment and a lack of intermediaries within the country inevitably 
orient activities toward the political authorities and pressure groups of the re- 
ceiving country, as is evidenced by three recent initiatives: establishment of 

the ephemeral OLC (Congo Liberation Organization, 1978) by Mbeka Makosso, former 
ambassador of Zaire to Iran; the setting up, in 1980, of the CLC (Congo Liberation 
Council), under the impetus of Mungul Diaka, former minister of higher ecucation, 
and the "30 June Appeal" of Nguza Karl I Bond, 2 months after his spectacular re- 
signation from his duties as prime minister. 
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The lack of a real strategy for takingover the power expresses both the inability 
to consolidate political action abroad on a popular basis and priority given to 

a hypothetical Western initiative of destabilization of the present regime. How 
can Nguza's pious wishes, taking the place of strategy, be interpreted otherwise? 
“Our gendarmes," he believes in his “Appeal,” “and our military sharing in our 
troubles, must refuse to fire on our poor unarmed, hungry students. They should 
disassociate themselves from the dirty work."?? 


In the long list of opposition organizations, the People's Revolution Party and 
the FLNC are the only ones that conducted the essential part of their operations 
on Zairian territory. 


The Congolese National Liberation Front was the perpetrator of two offensives in 
Shaba (1977 and 1978) that would undoubtedly have put an end to the Mobutu regime, 
if it had not been for the double intervention of foreign troops (Moroccan in 1977 
and Belgian and French in 1978). The FLNC, established primarily among Shaba exiles 
in Angola, was strengthened in its dependence on the Angolan State by a militaristic 
strategy. The FLNC, which counted on achieving a rapid victory over the Zairian 
Armed Forces, owing to its superior cohesion and motivation, had given little im- 
portance to the establishment of a political base in the country. 


With regard to the People's Revolution Party (PRP), it is, in many respects, an 
exception in the composite world of Congolese opposition. Established in 1967, 
it still controls the forest and mountain areas in North Shaba and South Kivw,?? 
inhabited by several tens of thousands of partisans. As heir to the 1963-1965 
insurrections, both because of its leaders (for the most part former Simbas) and 
because of its geographic establishment, in the regions of the most bitter resis- 
tance to reconquest in 1965, the PRP -pointed out seven main mistakes by the CNL 
[National Liberation Committee] from which it drew a lesson for determining the 
principal lines of its own strategy. . 


While “the insurrections had neglected to make the inhabitants of liberated areas 
politically aware, the PRP, on the other hand, will see a priority objective in 
this and will set up a ‘People's Ideological Orientation Institute’." The PRP 

was to replace the race toward large towns, prevailing in 1964, with a primarily 
rural guerrilla warfare. The PRP was to replace the use of magic as a neams for 
keeping discipline and self-confidence, generalized within the APL?" with a form- 
tion characterized by long-range armed struggle methods and strict discipline. 


The struggle conducted by the PRP under conditions of extreme isolation, frequently 
subjected to attacks by the elite troops of the Zairian Army, is exemplary in many 
respects. Nevertheless, a strategy based on priority to the liberation of certain 
areas by the rural guerrilla force proved to be limited. The enormous dispropor- 
tion of the respective fire powers reduced the liberated territories to the most 
inaccessible and often the least inhabited regions: mountain masses in the east, 
forests in Maniema. Only a very limited part of the rural dwellers could be mobil- 
ized in this way. 


Moreover, the strata of city dwellers displaying dynamism, were not involved in 
this struggle. A strategic readjustment was then specified by the PRP in the con- 
ference of leadership personnel (March 1979), which decided to "adopt political 
struggle as the main form of combat in the present phase, with the armed struggle 
becoming the secondary form." 
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The question remains to know whether this decision has had any effects and whether 
the PRP will succeed in coming out of that "enclave" that would enable it to ex- 
pand its bases and to offer a framework of expression and organization to the in- 
creasing social discontent. ‘

[Text] Some companies in the country are likely to close down in the next four 
months unless foreign exchange is made available to import raw materials. 


The Government has also been asked to suspend the issue of import licences for the 
last half of this year because it is “too late". 


Chief executive of the Zambian Industrial and Commercial Association (Zincom) Mr 
Humphrey Samuchapi said this in Lusaka yesterday and stressed that the business 
community was in a "difficult situation". 


“The import licence allocations for the last half have not started and we have 
even written the Government asking them to suspend them and instead find foreign 
exchange for the current import licences already in circulation." 


Zincom had made representations to the Government on the matter and Mr Samuchapi 
was waiting to hear from it. 


"We have adopted a wait-and-see attitude but we are in a difficult situation." 


The Lusaka and Kitwe Chambers of Commerce and Industry had sent circulars to com- 
panies asking them how much raw materials they have. 


"I am afraid that if nothing happens now, companies will start closing down in 
four months’ time”. 


Mr Samuchapi expiained that because of the delay in issuing import licences for the 
last half, Zincom felt it was not too late to start giving them out as planning was 
adversely affected. 


"We have suggested to the Government to find foreign exchange for existing import 
licences and to start preparing for the first half of 1982". 


Late last month Lusaka Chamber of Commerce and Industry chairman Mr Francis Mphepo 
said some companies were slowly grinding to a halt because of lack of raw materials 
and letters of credit. 
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He said foreign allocations for the first half of 1981 were slow to materialise 
and that when that finally did, they would be disastrously inadequate. 


At the same time Zincom reported that the country's payment arrears stood at K500 
million and that it was unlikely there would be any dramatic change in the economic 
performance in the medium tern. 


Zincom said the Government should provide adequate incentives for rapid economic 
growth.

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NCCM DISMISSES DETAINED MUZ DEPUTY CHAIRMAN

Mineworkers Union of Zambia (MUZ) Deputy Chairman, Mr Timothy Walamba from his 
job with Konkola Division. 


MUZ Chairman, Mr David Mwila confirmed in Kitwe yesterday that the Konkola Division 
management had sacked Mr Walamba "because he is no longer in their employment". 


An NCCM spokesman in Kitwe also said that the family of Mr Walamba had been asked 
to leave the mine house they were currently occupying along Chililabombw.‘s Ka- 
langa Road. 


Mr Walamba, who is being detained at Kamfinsa on the outskirts of Kitwe, was a 
township officer with the division. 





Mr Mwila said that he had travelled to Chililabombwe on Monday where he saw the 
Knokola Division management on the matter. 


Asked to confirm whether Mr Walamba had been relieved of his post, Mr Mwila re- 
plied: "Yes it is correct. They (NCCM) say he is no longer in their employment." 


The NCCM spokesman, said in a written reply to a DAILY MAIL query: "It is true 
that Mrs Walamba has been asked to vacate the mine house in accordance with the 
provision of the conditions of service applicable to Mr Walamba as an employee of 
Konkola Division." 


Mrs Walamba could not be contacted yesterday as she was in Kamfinsa where she had 
taken food for her husband. 


A relative, who preferred to be anonymous, said that Mr Walamba's wife had received 
a letter a few days ago informing her of the husband's dismissal. 


According tc her, the letter which Mrs Walamba was expected to deliver to her hus- 
band also asked the family to move out of the house by today. 
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The relative said that when Mr Walamba read the letter, he told his wife to move 
the family out of the house but leave all the property there. 


It is understood, MUZ officials also told her not to move out until they had seen 
the mine management on the issue. 


Mr Walamba was detained on July .. together with three other labour leaders, Zambia 
Congress of Trade Unions Chairman-General, Mr Frederick Chiluba, his secretary- 
general, Mr Newstead Zimba and assistant secretary-general, Mr Chitalu Sampa. 


In an early morning broadcast to the nation, President Kaunda said that the union- 
ists had instigated wildcat strikes in the country with a view to eventually over- 
throwing the Government. 


The men have since ~ppeared in court to challenge the State's grounds for detain- 
ing then. 


The ZCTU stated over the weekend that the labour movement would continue to regard 
the four men as labour leaders, despite their being in detention. 


No mention was made as to the reasons that prompted the statement and it is now 
understood that the meeting was called after the ZCTU got wind of Mr Walamba's 
dismissal. 


It was not immediately known whether the move by the mine management would affect 
Mr Walamba's position with MUZ.

The row erupted when, during an adjournment debate, a Patriotic Front MP for Ma- 
tabeleland South, Mr Edward Ndlovu, again queried the personal intervention by the 
Minister of Local Government and Housing, Dr Eddison Zvobgo, in recent public demon- 
strations. 


"Taking a look at these demonstrations, we find that they are not voluntary," Mr 
Ndlovu said. "We are convinced that they were more tribal than anything else." 


Accusing the minister of "acting like a stormtrooper" of "Nazi" times at these 
demonstrations, Mr Ndlovu said: "We are aware that pewer corrupts, be it political 
or economic power." 


"If you guys do not want to be part of Government then quit,” he told the PF MPs. 
"We can rule alone", he added to applause from the ZANU-PF benches. 


Commenting on PF allegations that because of his actions staff at various adminis- 
trative offices now felt insecure in their jobs, Dr Zvobgo assured the House that 
council employees had every confidence in him and that hz tried his best to protect 
them in their work. 


The only council official he had dismissed was the former chief executive officer 
for Chitungwiza, Mr Brian Elkington, he added. 


Strongly denouncing those who talked about tribalism in the House as being tribal- 
istic themselves, Mr William Ndangana (ZANU-PF Manicaland) supported the minis- 
ter's actions in the demonstrations saying: "We don't want ministers who just 
sit, who just become office ministers. 


"The one who talks about tribalism here is still a tribalistic man," Mr Ndangana 
added. "His white brothers are enjoying it wher they hear about tribalism." 


Before the adjournment debate, black MPs had another row with Mr Bill Irvine (RF, 
Malborough) when he insisted on continuing a speech he was making despite calls of 








"sit down" "shut up" and "stop giving us a lecture, we are not school- 
children." 


The row erupted because the black MPs wanted to finish consideration of the Minis- 
try of Agriculture vote as its minister Senator Denis Norman, would be away for two 
days. 


Prior to the debate on the vote, the ZANU-PF chief whip, Mr Alexio Mudzingwa (Ma- 
shonaland West) arranged with his Republican Front counterpart, Mr John Landau 
(Avondale), for consideration. of the Ministry of Transport vote to be held over, 
so that the House could deal with the agriculture vote. 


But, to the chagrin of the black MPs, Mr Irvine insisted on making what they felt 
was a lengthy speech despite the approaching adjournment time. 


Despite an appea) by Mr Mudzingwa to curtail his speech in view of the agreement 
by the chief whips, Mr Irvine insisted on his right to make his contribution. 


Dr Zvobgo then angrily accused him of reneging on an agreement reached with Mr Ir- 
vine's own party whip. 


If the RF members regarded these agreements in this way, “today is the last day for 
arrangements", said Dr Zvobgo heatedly, adding that with the end of such accords 
"we still steamroller every item through this House”. 


As had been feared, Senator Norman could not finish his reply before automatic 
adjournment.

SUICIDE RATE AMONG BLACKS SOARS

[Text] Suicides among blacks in Zimbabwe are on the increase, according to figures 
released by the Bureau of Statistics recently. 


A total of 410 suicides were recorded this year—81 of them in Salisbury. 


In 1978, 31 blacks committed suicide. This increased to 62 in 1979. This year it 
has risen to 355--287 of them men. 


Among whites, 44 men committed suicide compared to 11 women. The age group most 
affected was 50 years and over. No whites under 15 took their own lives, although 
five blacks under 15 did. 


The director of the Samaritans service, Father John Gough, said most suicides were 
caused through loneliness. He said most of the calls they received were from peo- 
ple who “just want someone to listen". 


This seems substantiated by the statistics which say that unmarried men are more 
liable to kill themselves, and widowed women show the people tendency. Retired pec- 
ple also feature prominently. 


Father Gough said over 200 attempted suicides phoned the Samaritans last year. 
They also had a visiting group who arranged meeting with lonely people at hotels 
and cafes. 


"We meed more people though. We have 100 people at present, although some are sick 
or on holiday, and we hope to increase the number to 150." He said black counsel- 
lors were especially needed to try to curb the rate of suicides among blacks. 


"They are now facing problems like detribalisation and urbanisation and find thenm- 
selves without their extended family to go to with troubles.

LOADER GIVEN MAPUTO--The Zimbabwe and Swaziland sugar industries are paying for a 
second sugar loader for the Caminhos de Ferro de Mozambique (CFM) bulk terminal at 
Maputo. The US$2 million required has been raised by Hippo Valley Estates Ltd, 
Triangle Sugar Corporation Ltd and the Swaziland Sugar Association. The second 
loader should be in operation by August 1982. The equipment, ordered in February, 
is being supplied by the Portuguese company, Mague, which constructed the terminal 
back in 1965. The need for the new loader, according to Sugar Sales general mana- 
ger Mr Geoff Thomas, arose when the old one broke down for two months earlier this 
year halting all shipments from the port. "It will obviate the position that could 
happen whereby there could be no exports at all if the first loader breaks down 
again, which in turn would bring the sugar estates virtually to a standstill," 
said Mr Thomas. "It is an insurance policy, but a very essential one," he added. 
Loading from the terminal, which has a storage capacity of 120 000 tonnes, should 
reach 500 tonnes an hour. At present the rate is somewhere between 250 and 300 
tonnes. Hippo Valley, Triangle and SSA are literally giving the loader to CFM 
rather than lending the money, as they did for the terminal 16 years ago. [Text]

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KAROI TRADERS CO-OP--Businessmen in Karoi have formed a business development co- 
operative in response to the Government's call for such arrangements, the secre- 
tary Mr Eric Ndoro, said yesterday. In an interview with Zimbabwe Information 
Services, he said the Urungwe Business Development Co-operative, which had just 
been registered, would enable members to benefit by buying from a wholesale supply 
in which each was a director. "We have acquired a big warehouse which we intend 
to use as our wholesale depot. Members will be able to order all their goods 
through the wholesale," he said. Previously small businessmen could not make much 
profit because wholesalers charged exorbitant prices, he said. Each member would 
be able to hold shares not exceeding $1 000 initially until the society has estab- 
lished itself and had more assets, Mr Ndoro said. Members would be able to get mana- 
gerial and financial expertise from courses to be organised by the co-operative. 
"Each of the members will benefit. We intend holding refresher courses and in- 
viting leading businessmen and economists to lecture us," he said. The co-opera- 
tive intcuded buying plant and machinery which would be used by the members. 

Funds would be raised by mortgaging movable and immovable facilities. Mr Ndoro 
said the co-operative would be able to negotiate overdrafts and loans on behalf of 
the members.--ZIS.

NEW SCHOOLS--A massive project to build more than 440 secondary schools before June 
next year was well under way, the Deputy Minister of Works, Mr Grafton Ziyenge, said 
yesterday. About 38 of these, all rural secondary schools, would be completed be- 
fore December this year, Mr Ziyenge said in an interview in Salisbury yesterday. 

The ministry was also going to build 316 rural clinics all over Zimbabwe. "Our 
development programmes are mainly directed at the rural areas because that is where 
the majority of the people are, and instead of taking our builders from the urban 
areas, we will try to recruit builders from those areas. "We want to utilise the 
manpower in the areas and for every man who can handle a trowel and a brick it

In addition to these projects, 
he said, the ministry was going to build a secondary school in each of the former 
townships. "We are a service ministry, and whatever Government wants to undertake, 
we are the ministry that has the responsibility to carry out those requirements.

TRANSPORT PROBLEMS--Zimbabwe is losing about $5m a week because of the country's 
transport problems, Mr Chinamano told the Assembly. The minister was commenting 
on the gravity of the transport situation during the Committee of Supply considera- 
tion of his ministry vote. He said he had recently visited a tobacco firm where he 
had seen stockpiled “tonnes and tonnes" of tobacco said to be worth millions of 
dollars. Mr Chinamano told Mr Denis Walker (RF, Bulawayo North), who had asked 
what had caused the transport crisis, that it was mainly due to the loss of man- 
power to maintain Zimbabwe's locomotives aggravated by South Africa's withdrawal 

Mr Walker also asked the minister when there would 
be an improvement in the situation. Mr Chinamano said everything possible was 
being done to deal with the crisis and that the best solution was for Zimbabwe to 
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have enough of its own locomotives and sufficient manpower to maintain them. The 
country had already ordered 60 locomotives, he said, and more could have been ob- 
tained had it not been for the fact that Zimbabwe would soon be turning to electri- 
fied railway lines. The minister added: "By early next year Zimbabwe will be self- 
sufficient."

Theorising, he said peo- 
ple wrote on the tankers as they returned to South Africa: "Racist South Africa" 
and when they crossed the border the railway men there saw the graffiti and thought: 
"We will fix these natives." It was then possible they then sent the trucks back 
empty, with the attitude "you have asked for it", the minister said. "This is the 
work of saboteurs and the railway authorities are stamping it out," he added.

PF SLATES HOVE--The Patriotic Front party's executive secretary for information and 
publicity, Mr M. M. C. Nziramasanga, yesterday deplored the warning by the Minister 
of Home Affairs, Mr Richard Hove, that he might act against public rallies. It was 
a most unfortunate statement which negated the fundamental principle of freedom of 
expression "for which the masses of Zimbabwe struggled, suffered and died", he 
said. "ZANU (PF) was the first to demonstrate in favour of a one-party state. 

The minister did not condemn that. Why should there be violence when the PF 
stages demonstrations? "When ZANU (PF) demonstrated, the PF did not interfere," he 
said. The people were beginning to exercise their hard-won freedoms and threats 

to crack down on opponents posed the question: "Where are we going?" Violence 
should be stamped out immediately. This was the duty of the police and the courts. 
But peaceful demonstrations were a democratic right of a free people in a free 
country. They were genuine expressions of the people's opinion. Whether they were 
for or against the Government, they should be respected as expressions of the mas- 
ses. "If they become violent, the PF will part ways with them," he said. The 

idea of a one-party state was promoted by ZANU (PF). four other parties, PF, ZANU, 
UANC and the RF were opposed to it.

EMIGRATION RECORD--Salisbury, September 24--Emigratien from Zimbabwe reached a 
record 12,551 during the first seven months of this year, according to official 
figures released here Wednesday. The number of emigrants, who are almost wholly 
white, was 8,862 for the same period last year, the monthly Digest of Statistics 
said. In July alone 1,621 Zimbabweans left the country definitively. Those who 
have left between independence on April 18 last year and July this year number 
26,847, equal to about 12 per cent of the total white population of about 220,000 
at the time of independence, the Digest reported. But the true figure is probably 
higher, the Digest suggested. The figures were known to be incomplete, it said, 
because border crossings at other than official points were not fully recorded. 
There was also evidence that residents who said they intended to leave for less 
than a year extended their absence or even left permanently. Meanwhile, immigra- 
tion in the first seven months of the year totalled 5,215, compared with 3,110 over 
the same period last year.
